1 . Claims 31-36 (Renumbered Claims 1-6) are allowed over the prior art. 
The following is the Office's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach the following features which are present in the 

amended claims: 

h) assigning numerical values to the at least two qualitative attributes to adapt 
them to be treated as second and third variables; 

i) calculating a cumulative score from the at least two qualitative attributes, 
thereby converting the at least two qualitative attributes to a single fourth 
variable; 

The Sheehan, Frasca, Walker, Filangeri, Gilham and Finkelstein patent references, used 
in prior Office Actions, do not teach these features. 

US Patent Application Publication 2006/0161457 to Rapaport teaches assigning default 
attribute values for the purposes of entity role relationship requirements (Section [0158]) but 
does not teach or suggest steps (h) and (i) above. 

US Patent Application Publication 2006/0015370 to Shen teaches assigning a value of 
between 1 to 5 for the quality of data (Section [0035]) but does not teach or suggest steps (h) and 
(i) above. 

These deficiencies in Rapaport and Shen are not made up by any other teachings in the 
prior art.
